Mcllenry, jr., from office by the 
President of the United States, reports : That 
on the 13th of March, 1362, Congress passed 
sn act making an additional Article of War, iu 
those words : *' All ofiicers or per.-oDS in tho mili- 
tary or naval scrvico of tho United Stales, are 
prohibited from employing any of the foices undor 

heir respective commands for the purpose of re- 
turning lugHivcs from service or labor, who may 
have escaped from any persons to whom such ser- 
vice is claimed to be due ; and any officer who may 
be found guilty by a court martial of violating 
this article, shall be dismissed from tbo service." 

On tho 27th of October, 1862, Colonel Mcllcnry 
issued an order to his regiment, bjing the 17th ol 
Kentucky Volunteors, forbidding tho officers sod 
soldiers of his regiment to employ fugitive slaves, 
ordering such slaves to leave his Regiment within 
two wceKs, and declaring that any such fugitivo 
within his regiment " will bo delivered to his 
owner or agent appointed, upon application. For 

ssuing and publisbiug this order to his regiment, 
Colonel Mciicnry has been dismissed from the 
service by General Order, No. IDS, which is as 
follows :

Thus a most gallant man, born in our State, and 
beariug his commission as one of its officers, and 
.-cut into tbo service of tho United Slates, and 
who, while in that service, shed his blood for his 
■:ouniry, aud distinguished himself in a pre emi- 
nent manner upon the fields of Donelsou, Shilob, 
ind Corinth, has been dismissed from servuee for 
no other offense than refusing to allow fugitive 
slaves to be hai bored in his regiment, and declar- 
ing that all those who did not leave his regiment 
within two wooks would be delivered up to their 
owners or agent, upon application. 

liy our State laws any free person guilty of har- 
boring a runaway slave, with the intention to pre- 
vent the owner from obtaining possession of such 
ruuawny, shall, on conviction, be confined in tho 
Penitentiary for not less than two nor more than 
twenty years." (Se© Stanton's Digest of Stat- 
utes, 2d volume, page 371.) 

The cominitteo are of opinion that Col. Mcllen- 
ry would have rendored himself amenable to the 
penalties of this law, had he prevented the owner 
of a fugitive slnve from reclaiming him in his 
camp. It was his duty to resp>ot and obey the 
Constitution and laws of his own State, by deliv- 
.■rin^ up lugitivo slaves to their owners, instead 
of risking the infliction of tho penalties of a vio- 
lated law. In so acting he would likewise have' 
lulfiil 'd the spirit of the national Constitution, 
which requires that fugitive slaves escaping into 
mother State shall be delivered up to their own- 
ers. The ordor of Col. Mcllcnry declares lhat ho 
»ill respect the rights of property in slaves, and 
or thai, your cominitteo think, his conduct is 
ligaly couinicndable, instead of meriting a dis- 
,»n .ruble dismissal from service. 

The additional Article of War prohibits the em- 
»'oym - at ot the military or naval lorces by any 
.fli.-er, "for the purpose of returning fugitives."

The cobbler, once too happy to half-sole 
your siiues, grou ls at you furiously if you ap- 
proach him on any such mission, now that 
leather is worth its weight in gnl l. The 
saddler, the gas finer, the grocer, the tallow- 
chandler, the mi-rchants in coal and wood — 
in lacl, all who have aught to se'l. indulge 
the insolence of pecuniary independence to 
a degree wh ch makes intercourse wiih them 
infinitely exhilerating. The entire absence 
of obsequiousness on the part of our modern 
shopkeepers is one of the most enconranin^ 
features Of the times in this Confederation 
An exceedingly low estimate of the lasci- 
nation of lite in Richmond would be formed 
if the account should not include the nomi- 
nal price of provisions, the astounding 
health fulness of the air. and the abundance

To be the prey of the most lingering and 
loathsome contagions is surely not altogether 
desirable; but churlish indeed must be the 
sufferer who. in the midst of his acutest ago- 
nies, cannot find abundant solace in the re 
flection that he can pay his incompetent 
doctor in shinplasters. and that when he 
dies, as he certainly will, he will be buried 
in the suburbs of Richmond, among a count 
less throng of one-le'gel soldiers, courte 
zans, garrolers, and blacklegs.
